Order Is Given To Strikers 
To Return To Textile Mills 


The great textile strike is ended, 

Hundreds of thousands of work- 
ers who responded to the call of 
union leaders Saturday night were 
ordered by those leaders to man 
the looms Monday. 

Their decision to terminate the 
most gigantic walkout of modern 
times followed a thorough study 
and discussion of a settlement plan 
ndvanced by the Winant mediation 
board and endorsed by President 
Roosevelt, 

Jubilation reigned at strike head- 
quarters, officials from all sections 
of the industry, some bearing the 
sears of strike combat, slapped 
each other on the shoulders, 

With William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, at his side, Francis J. Gorman, 
energetic generalissimo of the 
strike forces, smiling, told news- 
paper men; 

“We have gained every substan- 
tial thing that we can gain from 
this strike. Our strike has torn 
apart the whole unjust structure 
of NRA, lifting a load from all 
labor 4s well as from ourselves,” 

The strike committee added: 

“We have secured these definite 
things: 

“1. An end to the stretchout. 

“2. A method of determining 
hours on a basis of fact. 

"3. A method of determining 
wages upon a basis of fact. 

“4. Practical recognition of our 
union. 

“5. Reform in the whole admin- 
istration of the labor provisions 
of the code, on a scale so sweeping 
that we must confess ourselves 
surprised at the sweeping charac- 
ter of the victory we have won.” 

Only a militant minority stood 
out for a continuation of the 
strike, It insisted the employers 
first guarantee, unconditionally, 
the reinstatement, without discrim- 
ination of all who quit the mills. 

Others held that such a guar- 
antee was implicit in the settle- 
ment plan, which President Roose- 
velt, at Hyde Park, was preparing, 
meanwhile, to put into execution, 

3reen issued a statement ex- 
pressing confidence that much 
good would flow from the settle- 
ment plan, “if applied and carried 
out in good fuith.” He added that 
in his opinion “the textile workers 
woil a great moral victory.” 

The first step, expected soon, 
was the appointment of a board of 
three—one laborite, one employer, 
one impartial—to settle the recur- 
rent disputes of the industry. 

The Labor Department and the 
Federal Trade Commission will 
proceed with a thoroughgoing sta- 
tistical study of the economic con- 
dition of the industry, wages 
paid, hours worked, living costs in 
mill towns, and differences in the 
compensation of the skilled and 
unskilled,

In addition to recognition, the 
textile workers concentrated on 
wages, hours and stretchout, with 
the result that the mediation 
board’s plan projected the povern- 
ment into a new field of industrial | 
activity. 

While there is precedent in NRA 
for governmental determination of 
wages and hours, there is none for 
governmental restriction for the 
number of machines which an em- 
ploye may be required to operate, 

The strike, three weeks in dura- | 
tion, cost labor, by its own esti-| 
mate, $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 in 
wages. Fourteen were killed; hun- 
dreds injured; hundreds jailed 
Troops marched in seven states, | 
thousands of armed private guards 
were retained by the mill owners, 
A total of more than 420,000 were 
idle. 

Outbursts of violence were hour- 
ly occurrences, ranging from fist- 
fights to club swinging melees, gun 
battles and an all-night riot at 
Woonsocket, Rhode Island, whieh 
threatened to lead to a call 
federal troops. 

Barly in the controversy, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appointed his medi- 
ation board, headed by Governor 
Winant, of New Hampshire. Labor 
offered to arbitrate through this 
agency, with all mills closed dur- 
ing negotiations. Capital refused. 

The board reported it had aban- 
doned efforts to obtain an agree- 
ment to arbitration, but kept on 
with its study and the formula- 
tion of recommendations. The re- 
sult was a report criticizing many 
conditions and practices within the 
industry, and the settlement plan. 

General Johnson in a speech at 
New York accused the union of 
violating an agreement in calling 
the strike. Labor heatedly denied 
the charge; demanded his resigna- 
tion. The board’s report partially 
upheld its side of the argument.

Whereas, the enforcement of the 
taxing provisions of the Bankhead 
law this year is unfair, unjust, and 
intolerable; and, 

Whereas, this Bankhead law is 


retroactive, confiscatory and de- 
structive:— 
Now, therefore, Be it resolved 


by cotton farmers of Coffee Coun- 
ty, Alabama, in mass meeting as- 
sembled at Elba, Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

1. That allotments of all farmers 
be re-adjusted so as to exempt 
from taxes all cotton produced in 
Coffee County and the States this 
year, 

2. That in every case where con- 
tracts of reduction have been 
made and in every case of small 
producers of cotton this year al- 
lotments be made so as to exempt 
all cotton produced by them from 
this processing tax. 

3. That in the event such iair 
allotments cannot be made so as 
to exempt all such cotton from the 
provisions of the Bankhead cotton 
tax law that the President of the 
United States be requested and 
urged to suspend the enforcement 
of the Bankhead law, and then 
recommend to the next Congress 
such revision and amendments of 
the Act as will fairly and justly 
affect all cotton farmers in the 
country for the coming years. 

4. That we pledge our coopera- 
tion in the government plan of 
reduction of acreage or such fair 
allotments as will reduce the an- 
nual supply of cotton, but we are 
unalterably opposed to this penal- 
izing tax on cotton now. 

5. That we hereby pledge our- 
selves to fight to the legal limits 
the payment of this cotton tax, 


believing as we do that this law | 


is not only unjust and destructive 
of our property rights, but also 
unconstitutional, and we pledge 
ourselves not to sell any cotton 
burdenend with this tax until we 
are convinced that there is no 
remedy or relief against it this 
year. 

6. That we hereby memorialize 
our representatives and Senators 
to secure for us relief against this 
cotton tax this year and hereafter 
amend or modify the Bankhead 
Act for fair and just allotments to 
all cotton farmers of Alabama. 

7. That we urge the State Allot- 
ment Board to adjust their allot- 
ments so as to exempt from this 


tax all smail producers in the 
County and State.

The Bankhead law, passed large- 
ly through the efforts of Senator 
Bankhead (D., Ala.), who partici- 
pated in the discussion Saturday, 
places a tax of 50 per cent of the 
market price on all cotton sold | 
from this year's crop in excess of 
10,460,251 bales, | 

The measure was the first com- 
pulsory crop control legislation | 
and President Roosevelt had to ap- 
prove it publicly before it was} 
passed by Congress 

Primarily because of the drouth, 
the production of cotton this year 
is estimated at only 9,252,000} 
bales—more than 1,000,000 bales |} 
below the Bankhead quota. Nev- 
ertheless, many farmers east of 
the Mississippi River and some 
elsewhere will have to pay the levy. 
Their production has exceeded, or 
will exceed, the allotment assigned 
them under the measure. This, 
combined with delay and admin- 
istrative difficulties, led to an out- 
cry for outright suspension of the 
law. That idea was abandoned, so 
far as the farm administration is 
eoncerned, at Saturday's confer- 
ence, 

Wallace pointed out that the 
county allotments thus far are 
only 90 per cent of the final allot- 
ment each county will receive. 

“In other words,” he said, “we 
reserved 10 per cent of the allot- 
ment to handle cases where there 
may be injustices and inequities. 
But I think this fact has not been 
generally recognized and that this 
10 per cent will take care of the 
situation.”

Many Other States Write For

~The Alabama plan for utilities 
rate-making in force since Oct. 1, 
1933, is attracting country-wide at- 
tention with the result that in- 
quiries are constantly being re- 
ceived from commissions of other 
states seeking information, Chief 
Engineer I, F, McDonnell, of the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion says.

Tatum, chairman ef the South 
Carolina Public Service Commis- 
sion, spent several days here last 
week conferring with Chief En- 
gineer' McDonnell, going over 
schedules and studying methods. 

The Georgia Public Service 
Commission has adopted the Ala- 
bama plan, the California Public 
Service Commission has _ pre- 
scribed rates based on this plan 
for some of the utilities in that 
state, and the Tennessee Valley 
Authority recognized its value by 
requiring similar rates to be put 
into effect by the Tennessee Elec- 
tric Power Company 

Mr. Mallon, in his article, 
stressed the $338,000 saved to 
customers of the Alabama Power 
Company under the rates that 
became effective Oct. 1, 1933. 
®‘“The Alabama plan,” as ex- 
plained by Chief Engineer Mc- 
Donnell, “involved the establish- 
ment of two schedules of rates, 
an immediate rate, and an objec- 
tive rate, favorably affecting 
about 75 per cent of the total cus- 
tomers of the Alabama Power 
Company, the only corporation so 
far affected by the new rating 
system. 

“The immediate rate reduced 
the bills of 70 per cent of the 
residence customers an average 
of 23.1 per cent, instituting for the 
entire group an immediate saving
